The name given to our yearbook, Innitou, has a significance that not many people are aware of. Incorpo- 
rating both our memories from Woburn High School and the history of Hond Pond, the title Innitou has 
appeared on the cover of the yearbook since the first yearbook in 1947 and will appear on all those to follow. 


Lake Innitou, or Horn Pond as we know it today, was formerly the site of the Native American tribe. As legend 
has it, the Native American known as Manitou, or the Great Spirit, lived atop Horn Pond Mountain, (Mount 
Towanda). From the top of the mountain he would gaze down at the water which appeared clear and unbroken. 
He would look upon his image reflected in the water. This is where Lake Innitou received its name; Innitou 
meaning “looking place of the great spirit”. This also relates to our years spent here at Woburn High School. 


This year’s Innitou is the reflection of our days spent here and the memories we made at Woburn High, This 
class, the Class of 2006, will be the last class to ever graduate from this building. While this book commemo- 
rates our four years in high school, it also serves as a historical view to Woburn High School’s past. Exactly one 
hundred years after its construction, the building will be torn down and all that will remain will be our memories. 


The 2006 Yearbook staff sincerely hopes that you enjoy this book and will value it not only of our 
four years, but as a documentation of the last hundred fifty years of our Woburn High School.

It was now time to move on to the next item they found. It was an old and dingy wooden cabinet. 

This cabinet burst with a century of memories when opened. There was an assortment of objects 

many of us had never seen before or were unfamiliar with. There were common things back then 

| like boxes of chalk and a ruler. Less common items like ink wells and ink pens were in the draw- 

| ers as well. There were sheets of carbon paper, red pens, rank books and even an old duplicating

Woburn High has been home to thousands of students and staff for over the last 150 years, 
whether it be in the first building on Main Street or this current building on Montvale 
Avenue. The high school on Montvale Avenue has seen a lot of changes during the last 
100 years, from opening its front doors in 1906 to closing them behind us in 2006. 


The time has come for this building to be placed in the memory books as we make room 
for a NEW high school. Yes, The Class of 2006 will be remembered as the last senior class 
to walk these halls. But all the memories of school will linger on forever on our hearts.

Interesting building facts about WHS 


1852 - The town rented the Knight building for the $1,200 
to start a high school. The Knight building was located 
on Main Street. 


1854 - The town voted to build a new high school at the 
cost of $11,701. This was the Hudson school later called 
the Hanson School. First graduating class consisted of 
ten girls and one boy. 


1903 - The old Dow Farm on Montvale Avenue was 
selected for a new high school. The land was purchased 
for $18,000. 


1905 - The foundation was started and in 1906 the 
construction began for the total building cost of 
$132,102. 


1907 - Building opens in the Fall of 1907. It was 
primarily attended by girls until World War II. 


1922 - New building became inadequate due to 
increased enrollment so a portable classroom 
was added. 


1930 - Two wings (Buildings 6 and 8) were built for 
$650,000 at the height of the depression. Senior and 
Junior high classes were held there. 


1964 - A new addition (Buildings 1,2,3,4, and 5) were 


built. Two gyms, library, cafeteria and classrooms were 
added for $3.3 million. 
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1964 - Junior high students (grades seven through nine) 
were moved to the East Junior High now called the 
Kennedy Middle School. 


1988 - The junior high concept change to the Middle 
school concept, grades six through eight. The ninth 
graders moved into the high school — thus beginning a 
new four years of high school. 


2001 - Woburn High School is put on probation by the 
New England Accreditation Association for poor facili- 
ties. 


2002 - Woburn WINS committee under the direction of 
Mayor John Curran was formed. The committee started 
a grassroots campaign to support the debt exclusion 
override proposal for the building of a new high school 
and Malcolm White Elementary school. 


June 8, 2002 - The people of the City of Woburn voted 
for a historic override. The voting took place at one 
location — Woburn High School. The vote was won by 
almost a 2 to 1 margin. 


January 2004 - Ground breaking for the new school 
took place at Connolly Stadium behind the current high 
school. 


September 2006 - The new Woburn Memorial High 
school will open.
